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REMARKS 

This amendment is in response to the Office Action mailed September 28, 2005. Claims 
1-10 were considered. 

Applicant acknowledges with appreciation the indicated allowability of claims 4 and 7. 
Accordingly, claims 4 and 7 remain in this application. 

Claims 1-3, 6 and 10 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) for obviousness. Claim 10 
was rejected on the additional ground of double patenting. Claims 8 and 9 were withdrawn from 
further consideration by the examiner as a result of an earlier restriction requirement. Claims 1- 
3, 6 and 8-10 have been cancelled. 

Previous claims 3 and 6 have been rewritten to depend on allowable claim 4 and appear 
as new claims 21 and 22. Accordingly, claims 21 and 22 are in condition for allowance. 

The applicant respectfully requests that a timely Notice of Allowance be issued in this 

case.
